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Be Aided In New Federal 
Relief For Rural Sections 


Mr. A, W, Hobart, director of | public enterprise, 


the Coffee County Relief Admin- 
intvution, has just issued a state 
ment in peyard to relief work as 
it will affect the county in the fu- 
ture, and we are publishing this 
tatement below for the benefit of 
our readers: 


RURAL PROGRAM—STATE- 
MENT OF POLICY 

Civil Works and Direct Relief 
Programs as at present conducted 
in rural areas, which are defined 
as Open Country and Towns Hav- 
ing Less Thay 5,000 Population 
wiil be replaced as of April Ist, 
1934, by a program of Rural Re- 
habilitation, 

The objective of this program is 
to make it possible for destitute 
persons eligible for relief in such 
areas to sustain themselves through 
them own efforts, 

It is evident that where dwelling 
With even very small tracts of land 
ure available for the production of 
home gardens and for feed for do- 
mestic livestock and poultry, the 
average family, when provided 
With such livestock and poultry, 
can produce a major part of its 
food requirements. 

Supplementary to these self-sus- 
ires every effort will 
st the needy to se- 
cure employment either in crop 
preparation or other private enter- 
prises, or on local public works, In 
cases where such employment can 
not be obtained, supplemental re- 
lief to destitute families may be 
extended in the form of subsistence 
rations and other budgetary neces- 
sities in exchange f6r labor upon

Il.— 

State Emergency Relief Admin- 
istrations will be permitted ample 
discretion as to methods employed 
in carrying out this program with- 
in the limits of funds available and 
to the extent that it can be shown 
that Capital Goods - (Domestic 
Livestock, Poultry, etc.) or Sub- 
sistence Rations and other necessi- 
ties furnished will lead to the Re- 
habilitation of the persons receiv- 
ing them, 

It is recognized that complete re- 
habilitation can not be accomplish. 
ed immediately, and that methods 
employed must vary with condi- 
tions prevailing in the various 
states and in sub-divisions thereof, 
Therefore, while this program must 
be inaugurated as of April 1st and 
certain definite steps, as hereinaf- 
ter directed, must be taken ag of 
that date, the procedure to be fol- 
lowed from then on will be deter- 
mined by evolutionary develop- 
ments resulting from the initial 
steps taken by State Emergency 
Relief Administrations, and direct- 
ed and co-ordinated by this office. 

—III.— 

Beginning April 2nd, all cases 
how on relief, and all applications 
pending on March 81st, will be re- 
investigated, Those who in the 
judgment of the Relief Administra- 
tion are able to make personal ar- 
rungements will be removed, 

It is believed that there are now 
arising many opportunities for em- 
ployment in rural areas, and that 
when relief and Civil Works are 
discontinued, a large proportion of 
persons now receiving aid from the 
government will be able to secure 
employment in crop preparation 
und kindred activities as well as 
on voad jobs and in the increasing 
public works projects. These now 
on relief rolls who are not able to 
obtain such employment will be 
subjected to re-investigation, 

Before granting relief, the Relief 
Administration will definitely as- 
sure itself of each applicant’s in- 
ability to utilize any other resourc- 
es, should be clearly understood 
that relief is extended only in the 
transitional period pending the ap- 
plicant’s becoming self-supporting. 

Every resource possible to the 
applicant will be examined, the fol- 
lowing being given specific atten- 
tion: 

a—The availability of a job at 
a living wage in either private or

Work Projects) which may be a 
continuation of Unfinished-Prefer- 
red Civil Works Projects now un- 
derway, shall be provided ag a 
means of affording work in ex- 
change, either for advances of food 
or other consumable items or for 
capital goods furnished for Self- 
Subsistence Purposes, 

Work on these projects will be 
performed currently in exchange 


for consumable items, but where | 


capital goods are being worked out, 
work may be credited either in 
whole or in part as performed 
against the assigned value of such 
capital goods, title to which may 


be retained by the State or other | 


properly constituted public bodies 
until fully paid out. , No interest 
shall be charged. 

It should always be borne in 
mind that the final objective of 


these programs js the placing of | 


the individual family in position 
to become self-supporting. Work 
projects, therefore, will be design- 
ed as nearly as possible to accomp- 
lish this direct result. Community 
projects, as distinguished from 
projects designed to aid individual 


families, are desirable only to the} 


extent that they directly affect the 

social oy economie welfare of the 

families whom it is desired to aid,

Hours per week shall not exceed 
24, except where capital goods are 
being worked out, in which event 
total hours necessary to discharge 
the obligation therefore incurred

Funds for material, supervision, 
transportation, etc., may be provid- 
ed from the gross allotments made 
to State Relief Administrations to 


carry out the Rural Rehabilitation | 


Program, 

Every care will be used, howey- 
er, to devise projects providing a 
maximum proportion of direct la- 
bor. Participation by States and 
political subdivisions is essential. 
Each county must participate to 
the amount of at least $2,000.00. 
Policies followed in the past will 
be continued as county participa- 
tion is concerned. Materials, the 
use of county machinery ang fore- 
man, and possibly, the amount ex- 
pended by the county for the care 
of the aged and unemployables, can 
be counted as participation. 

The aged who are unemployable 
because of infirmities cannot be 
given assistance from Federal 
funds, under the new program, The 
county must make provision for 
this group.

A Home Garden is possible to 
almost every family living either

erence to other self-sustaining 
measures which may be put into 
effect later, it should be the policy 
of State Emergency Relief Admin- 
istrations to refuse to extend re- 
lief to any failing to plant and 
properly care for an adequate gar- 
den when the facilities therefor are 
available,

| February Farm Income 

63 Per Cent Over 1933 


AUBURN, Ala.—The monthly 
cash income of farmers from the 
‘sale of farm products in February, 
1934, is estimated at $385,000,000 
by the Bureau of Agricultural Eeo- 
nomics, This compares with $424,- 
000,000 in’ January this year and 
$254,000,000 in February, 1988. 
The total cash income of farmers, 
including benefit and rental pay- 
ments, in February was $418,000,- 
000, or 68 per cent greater than 
in February, 1933. 

Rental and benefit payments to 
farmers in February were $28,- 
000,000, compared with $60,000,- 
000 in January and $19,000,000 in 
December, The payrrents were 
practically all made to cotton and 
Wheat farmers, Payments to wheat 
farmers amounted to $14,000,000 
and payments to cotton farmers, 
including the exerelse of cotton op- 
tions by farmers, also amounted to 
$14,000,000. 

While there is usually a decline 
in the monthly income of farmers 
at this period of the year the de- 
cline from January to February 
this year Was less than usual, Af- 
ter allowing for the usual seasonal 
change in income from January to 
February the total gash income 
from the sale of farm products in 
February was 54.5 per cent of the 
average monthly income in the pe- 
riod 1924-1929, compared with 
52.0 per cent in January and 36.5 
per cent in February last year 
Which was the month of lowest in- 
come in ut least the last decade 
for which monthly cash income es- 
timates are available. 
| The seasonally adjusted increase 
{in cash income from January to 
February was general for all 
}groups of commodities and was 
largely due to the rise of nearly 
9 per cent in the price of farm 
products from mid-January to mid- 
February. The greatest increase 
in income was from the salé ‘of 
poultry and eggs and was largely 
in response to greater than usual 
increase in the marketing of eggs.

Government Seeks To Avoid 
Luxuries In Relief Program 


(Tuesday's Advertiser, ) 
While the poliey of the Govern- 
ment in administering relief is still 
that “no person through force of 
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circumstances shall be permitted to |} 


jsuffer from hunger’ the rural re 


habilitation program of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration, ac- 
cording to Thad Holt, director, does 
not contemplate “making the po- 
sition of relief families more at- 
tractive than their neighbors who 
are self-sustaining.” 

This statement is a part of a 
definite policy outlined at a meet- 
ing yesterday by the Rural Reha- 
bilitation Committee of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration, in 
which the personnel of the com- 
mittee who will administer Ala 
bama’s Rural Rehabilitation pro- 
fram also Wis announced, 

The personnel js composed of 
Donald Comer, Birmingham, chair- 
man; Robert K. Green, Greens- 
boro, vice-chairman; Herbert A, 
Ryding, former president of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Compa- 
ny; Dr, L. N, Dunean, director of 
the extension service of Auburn, 
and Dr, R. R. Moton, president of 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial 
Institute, 

Att the meeting yesterday Alger- 
non Blair, chairnian of the Advis- 
ory Committee of the Alabama Re- 
lief Administration, presided in the 
absence of Mr, Comer. 

The statement of policy revealed 
that the Government has no inten- 
tion of purchasing mules for fam- 
ilies in the rural rehabilitation pro- 
gram, Instead the,Government will 
undertake to provide them with 
oxen to make a truck and feed 
crop. Oxen, it was pointed out, 
are more easily fed and for farms 
of less than 20 acres the ox is 
considered a more economical unit 
of power. 

The Government in administer- 


agents, Almon Strain is also aj ing relief aud encouraging self- 
crack telegrapher. When the op-| sustenance is not interested in the 


religion of the farmer, otherwise, 
it was said, the ox probably would 
not have been selected as the type 
of work stock for use. 

Use of an ox, it was recognized, 
not only requires great patience 
and forbearance, but considerable 
skill, the art of persuading this 
beast of burden to walk correct- 
ly in the furrows and to turn at 
the end of the row being one of 
the fine arts of farming which only 
a few have mastered, 

Following is the statement of 
policy on rural rehabilitation as 
laid down by the committee: 

“Only farm families on relief, 
who are anxious to become self- 
susthining, will be considered on 
this program, 

“We do not plan to make the 
position of the relief families more 
attractive than their neighbors who 
are self-sustaining, 

“Help will be given in groceries, 
feed, fertilizer, ete., and not in 
money, and the applicant will be 
required to sign a note for all such 
assistance, 

“He will be required to work 
under the supervision and jnstrue- 
tions of a competent supervisor 
who will determine the kind and 
umount of each crop planted. 

“As mules are high and unob- 
tainable in Alabama, and as feed 
is also lacking, we favor the use 
of steers which can be easily ob- 
tained in most sections. It is our 
opinion that on farms of iess than 
20 acres, the ox is a more eco- 
nomical unit of power. Money paid 
for oxen would also remain in Ala- 
bama and help Alabama farmers. 

“Repayment of advances will be 
made by crediting accounts as 
these people are certified and per- 
form work on county projects. Ac- 
counts will also be credited with 
commodities produced on the farm 
which will be exchaged with urban 
relief sections for farm tools, 
equipment, clothing, ete, It is con- 
templated that this indebtedness 
can be liquidated in this manner.”

ing the first Saturday in May, 1934. 

In a later opinion dated May 27, 
19388, the Attorney General held 
that the opinion declaring the 
above mentioned uet unconstitu- 
tiona) did not operate to remove 
from office the trustees duly elect- 
ed on the first Saturday in May, 
1982, and that they would continue 
until the end of the term unless 
otherwise removed 

In an opinion dated September 
16, 1982, the Attorney General 
held that in view of an opinion de- 
claring unconstitutional the Acts 
of 1931 providing for the election 
of trustees, the appointment to 
these positions on the first Satur- 
day in May, 1984, will be govern- 
ed by Section 188 of the Alabama 
Code of 1927. It now, therefore, 
becomes the duty of county boards 
of education to direct the patrons 
of each school under its jurisdic- 
tion, both elementary and second- 
ary, including the county high 
school, to assemble on a uniform 
date for the purpose of nominat- 
ing six discreet, competent and re- 
liable persons of mature years 
from among the patrons of the 
school, from which number the 
county board of education will se- 
lect three residing near the school.

day in May, 1984.

Only patrons of the school maj 
participate in the nomination oj 
the six persons from which list thi 
board will select three as trustees 

A patron has been defined by thi 
Attorney General in an opinior 
dated February 20, 1981, as “thos 
persons resident in the definite ter 
ritory served by the school, wh 
are parents, guardians or custodi 
ans of children, who are in attend 
ance upon such school, and who ari 
eligible to so attend, A patrun may 
or may not be an elector.” 

In order to be eligible for ap 
pointment as school trustee, a per 
son must be a patron of that par 
ticular school within the above def 
inition but need not be a qualifiec 
elector. (Opinion of Attorney Gen. 
eral, February 20, 1938.)
